Voters nix merger

As expected, the Board of Education of the 
Antioch Community High School ratified the 
teachers' contracts that had been under 
negotiation since this summer, negotiations 
which.almost led to a teacherslstrike. 
- By a vote of four to two, the contracts were 
ratified at a special board meeting on Nov. 8. 
giving the teachersa nine percent salary In- 
crease for each of the two years of the con- 
tract. 

Voting for ratification were Board 
-President 'Robert -vLiutfMdd; 3Ett3T- Meyer; T 
Charles Forster and Glen Moore. 



_Voters in Dists. 10 and 36 turned down the 
referendum on the merger of the Lotus and 
Grass Lake School Dists. on Nov. 6. 

The referendum met a smashing defeat, 37 
percent voting for it and 62.17 voting against 
it. 

With 950 electors at Lotus and 1,150 at 
Grass Lake, 664 voted for it and 1,061 against 
it. 

Both school boards and teachers from 
Lotus and Grass Lake had endorsed the 
merger. — --. 

Although Lotus parents as a whole werje for 
the merger — because of decreasing 
enrollment and a growing financial problem 
at that school, the same was not true of many * 
of the Grass Lake parents. 

A large group of concerned parents at the 
Grass Lake Grade School and many mem- 
bers of the school's PTA, have held several 



meetings to question the rush of the proposal 
and reasons for it. 

Many objected to the projected tax hike at 
Grass Lake for "something that will not 
benefit us." , / 

Grass Lake ^parents, objecteE to having 
their primary grade children bused to Lotus 
over a bridge that is sometimes dangerous in 
bad weather. 

The teachers endorsed the classrotfm con- 
solidation making classrooms slightly 
smaller, saying it would mean more in- 
dividual attention fair the children. 

Lake County School Supt. Bill Thompson 
reportedly told Grass Lake parents that in 
the .future school merging will be quite 
-prevalent in the county because of lessening 
enrollment and the decreasing of. slate aid 
and some schools may be forced to do it.. .

PULP CAPPING 

Pulp capping is a form of pulp therapy used when a cavity has pro- 
1 eressed'all the way down to the pulp chamber and a small breeding . 
communication wtth the chamber {called a pinpoint pulp exposure) is 
found. ' 

Once the dentist is able to remove all decay, and the exposure is 
clean and probably free of decay germs, the opening can be . capped 
or treated. This procedure causes certain pulp cells to secrete new 
calcium salts and these ,in turn, seal the opening and permit the pulp 
to continue functioning as a.living part of the tooth. 

This form of pulp therapy has a good chance of succeeding if the ex- 
posed pulp is perfectly healthy, particularly in a young patient (up to 
age 20). Once treated, these teeth should be checked frequently for ' 
several years, • .
